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GENERAL NEWS NOTES. 


The ancient city of Ripon, England, 
has just celebrated her one thou­ 
sandth anniversary. 
An 
item like 
this is suggestive, to those who live in 
the new northwest especially. 


France is a t the head of all nations 
in its ownership of gold money. The 
United States is second, Great Britain 
is third, Germany is fourth, with Italy, 
Spain, Russia, Australia and Austria 
following next in order. 


Germany is making st renuous effort s 
to suppress the socialistic tendencies 
of the times, by interdictingsocialistic 
publications of all sorts. 
Moreover, 
2-46 socialist associations were dis­ 
solved, of which 71 were in Prussia, 
70 in Saxony and 47 in Hesse. 


The September lire losses in the 
United Staton and Canada, according 
to the estim ate of the Commercial Bul­ 
letin, aggregate $0,500,000—slight de­ 
crease from the average September 
loss of previous years. 
Up to Oct. 1 
the aggregate fire waste in 1880 was 
$83,000,000, against $71,500,000 for 
the same period of 1885. 


The United States commissioner of 
navigation is now receiving reports 
upon th e shipbuilding interests of the 
country, the facts of which are to be 
used in his annual report. 
He says 
these reports do not show that the 
shipbuilding interest in the United 
States has begun to revive or mani­ 
fests the influence of better tim es in 
any quarter except on the great lakes. 


Dr. Aveling and his wife, Engish So­ 
cialists, having announced their int en­ 
tion to go to Chicazo and arouse a sent i- 
ment in favor of the convicted Anarch­ 
ists, the Times of that city sends them 
a friendly health bulletin, advising 
them of the deleterious effect of the 
Chicago clim ate upon persons holding 
their peculiar views, and suggesting 
that they remain away. 
Aveling is 
very angry, and insists that he will 
go and speak too. 


The new Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern railroad, under the manage­ 
ment of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, is to be opened to the public 
on October 17, with two daily trains 
to and from St. Paul and Minneapo­ 
lis, one of them being a limited express. 
The new road extends from Oregon, 
Ogle county, 111., where it connects 
with 
the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy’s Chicago and Iowa Division 
to St. Paul. 


The new regulation issued recently 
by t*he United Ftates Civil Service 
Commission relating to the certifica­ 
tion of veterans is a very fair way 
of treating an obscure and rather com­ 
plicated question. 
By this regulation, 
whenever a request is made for names 
from the eligible list four names of 
veterans are certified if they can be 
found. 
They are taken by preference 
from states entitled to appointm ents 
if possible, but if not they are taken 
from other states. 
This is fair to all 
concerned. 


Mr. A. B. Mullett, ex-supervising 
architect of the treasury, says that it 
is a mistake to estim ate the violence 
of the earthquake shocks in Charles­ 
ton by the am ount of damage done. 
He thinks that if W ashington, for in­ 
stance, had been subjected to the same 
shocks thecom parat ivedamage would 
not have been more than half, if so 
much. The buildings in Charleston 
are alm ost altogether very old. 
The 
m ortar and cement used in their con­ 
struction is from the immediate local­ 
ity, and is of a very inferior charac­ 
ter. 


On January 1, 1886, there were 
128,966 miles of railroad in the Unit­ 
ed States, and the companies owning 
them reported assets exceeding liabili­ 
ties by $214,261,220. 
On the other 
hand, their debts, bonded and other­ 
wise, amounted to $4,255,875,502. 
The bulk of tins, ot course,is in securi­ 
ties held tor the m ost pari as invest­ 
ments and relied upon to furnish an 
income to the 
holders. 
The Rail­ 
road Gazette shows th at since 1872 
in only three years up to the corre­ 
sponding date were so many miles of 
new track laid as thus far into 1886.

There was an interesting case at the 
New York hospital lust week. The 
patient was a bright boy about eleven 
years old, 
whose youth had been 
turned to old age by suffering. 
When 
he came to the hospital a month ago 
there was a greenish yellow discharge 
from the right ear. 
It was standing 
over two years, and there had been 
a gradual but steady increase 
in 
the sym ptom s. 
He had headaches 
that made the tears start from his 
eyes at every twinge, and, from the 
description he gave of the 
feeling, 
it seemed 
as 
if there were some 
power on the inside of his head that 
was trying to tw i-t off his skull at the 
neck. 
Another peculiarity was that 
he would fall suddenly limp and ap­ 
parently lifeless. These attacks would 
rorne without warning, and so quickly 
that while in the middle of a senten*1© 
his mouth would be sealed as if a grip 
of iron were upon it. and then he 
would double up and remain uncon­ 
scious for about fifteen minutes. 
It 
was always followed by an acute de­ 
lirium, when th** boy would rave, talk 
al! kinds of nonsi n>e, shock every one 
with a flow fit disgusting profanity 
pull his hair and endeavor to do vio­ 
lence to himself and others. Then 
he would fall into a sleep and awake 
after several hours all right men­ 
tally, but greatly exhausted physical­ 
ly. 
Then again he would become ter­ 
ribly .-iek and faint,and have the most 
distressing nausea. This would last 
for two or three hours, and would be 
relieved by vomiting. 
The muscular 
strain attending the vomiting was 
something terrific, and it seemed at 
time-f as if he would turn himself in­ 
side out.

Drt pa rat ions were made to trephine 
the mastoid process, or to get an

ting through the large bone behind 
it, but this course was abandoned, as 
it would tend to bring about other 
complications, and it was resolved to 
open up the internal ear through the 
nat ural channel. 
A little force ana a few whiffs from 
the ether cone soon put the boy in 
dreamland. 
An el* < t rode was used to 
light up t he ear. 
The first gleam of 
light thrown into the ear showed a 
high -tat** of inflammation. 
The surgeon took a small knife and 
cut th** drum-head loose from the au­ 
ditory pi ate. 
It was exceedingly dif­ 
ficult on account of the small space tc 
work in, ami required a delicate hand; 
as the operator was guided to a largo 
extent by the acuteness of t Le sense of 
touch. The litt!«-* mallet and anvil-shapj 
ed bones in the middle ear, after an 
opening to them had been m a d e , wen 
found to be held in position, although 
there were evident marks of caries or 
decomposition, and the tensor tym 
pani muscles were severed. 
Tiny forceps, wtiicii looked 
plaything, were put into the ear 
the end of the malleus wa,s sei/.i 
light pull showed that it was y< 
tached.

When tlie cause was 
found all puzzling sym ptom s could be 
accounted for. and it was considered 
a pretty good indication ofth e slow­ 
ness of the m ost accute minds that 
something of the kind had not been 
thought of.

the mechanism of the light ear was 
destroyed. 
The wound is healing well, 
and all the troublesome symptoms 
are cone, and the patient will b« 
around with the boys in a few days. 
How did the pin get int"> the ear? All 
that the boy knows about it is that, 
he dropped a pin into his ear one 
night as he was going to sleep- That 
the pin should work t hrough the drum­ 
head is hardly probable, though not 
impossible, but in the absence of any 
other explanation will have to be ac­ 
cepted.
